DON'T GET MAD ABOUT IT. 

A maxim manufacturer by the 
name of Syrus, Publius Syrus, who 
was the Henry Ford of his day as re- 
gards quantity production, said that, 
“Whom LTortune wishes to destroy 
she first makes mad.” A ehap named 
Dryden took this B. C. model and 
converted it into an _ Elizabethan 
model when it was 1700 years old. 
The madness of those days was the 
thing we call insanity now, but just 
the same it is perfectly good pathol- 
ogy to say that the fellow w® gets 
mad about anything is to all intents 
insane. So after all the meaning of 
madness hasn't changed a great deal. 

Anger is an emotion, which, like 
father’s famous razor strop party, 
hurts the subject more than it does 
the object. It handicaps; it impedes 
both mental and physical effort; 
sometimes, indeed, it kills. The man 
with hardened arteries may suffer 
apoplexy (cerebral hemorrhage, stroke 
of puralysis) from a fit of anger. 
Hunter, the famous surgeon, 
who had angina pectoris, said that 


his life was in the hands of any ras- |

cal who chose to annoy him, 
sure enough, the fatal attack occur- 
red during a fit of anger.

It is the purpose of labor to as- 
sist in the building of all enterprises 
end the expansion of all industries; 
it is net part: of its program to 
throttle or hinder .Atlanta’s develop- 
ment, 

The men of labor, by reason of 
their occupation and calling, are nat- 
urally constructionists; to destroy, 
to tear down, to retard. is foreign to 
their nature. Men and women who 
build, assemble and put together those 
things that mean comfort and pleas- 
ure and convenience to the commu- 
nitv feel a personal interest in those 
things of which they are a_ part. 
Therefore the building of a city to 
them becomes a matter of personal 
ride, and it is quite natural for them 
{to cooperate actively with other 
vyroups of citizens in carrying for- 
ward so magnificent a building pro- 
cram for Atlanta as proposed.

But this has ever been the spirit 
of Atlanfn’s workers, and if at times 
it failed to manifest itself it was not 
always the fault of labor, but rather 
the activities of employers whose an- 
tngonism to the labor movement is 
such that it will not even permit of 
their holding friendly conferences 
with the representatives of labor. 

The Journal of Labor congratu- 
lates all parties directly interested 
in the great building program for 
Atlanta—architects, engineers, capi- 
talists, contractors, material men,

In addition to Mr. Hinbaugh’s sugges- 
tions the school children should be included 
in the 5-cent fare, no. matter what dis- 
tance they travel, es most of these are 
short hauls. This part of the plan should 
not be objectionable. 

As a confirmation of what the Street 
Railway are contending, I quote a para- 
graph of Babson’s report, dated January 
5. 1924. 

“The effect of the automobile on street 
railways is well known. The low prices at 
which street railway securities are now 
selling are primarily Cue to the automobile 
and bus competition. Certain things; how- 
ever, now indicate that the street railways 
may soon be up against another problem, 
namely, that automobile-owners May soon 
look upon the tracks as a nuisance and 
demand their removal. The increase in 
automobiles is causing such a congestion 
in our highways that they either must 
be widened or else every impediment, such 
as street railway tracks, must be remeved.”’ 

Of course, the subetitution of automo- 
biles or even busses for street cars in 
large cities seems an economic mistake. 
it is far more efficient to haul 100 people 
in one car than to baul the same number 
in several automobiles or busses. However, 
it is useless to attemot to stem this great 
automobile wave. As@ general proposition

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Soon to Meet in Savannah, 
May Favor McNary Bill 


Editor Constitution: I have before me a 
forestry bill, S. 1182, which was introduced 
in the U. S. senate on December 15, last, 
by Senator Charles L. McNary, of Oregon. 
If this measure is enacted into law it will 
mean more to the south than perhaps any 
other timbered region of our country, if 
our southern states should take full ad- 
vantage of these wise provisions for extended 
federal aid and cooperation in forest pro- 
tection and YPenewal. 

Senator McNary is chairman of the senate 
special committee on reforestation, and pub- 
lic hearings have been held in all parts of 
the country by this committee since last 
April. It was the writer’s privilege to ap- 
pear as a witness before this committee last 
month, and practically every southern state 
has taken advantage of the opportunity to 
discuss its specific and general needs in this 
matter of vital importance to proper fu- 
ture development and for the maintenance 
of our national supremacy. 

It is most encouraging, therefore, to note 
that this measure, which provides “for 
the protection of forest lands, for the re- 
forestation of denuded areas, for the ex- 
tension of national forests, and for other 


purposes, in order to promote the continuous | 


production of timber on lands chiefly suit- 
able therefor’’ carries with it appropriations 
from the federal treasury amounting to §2,- 
700,000 for cooperation with states, Other 
appropriations for the maintenance of the 
forest service, and for the enforcement of 
the Weeks law, for the acquisition of lands 
by the government, etc., will be taken care 
of we presume by the bureau of the budget’s 
recommendations to congress, and Senator 
McNary’s bill should have the active and 
whole-hearted support of every southern 
member of congress since it will be pos- 
sible for this region to profit so largely 
from this proposed extension of federal co- 
operation’ in forest protection and renewal. 

At these senate committee hearings, free 
discussions of proposed or advisable meas- 
ures have brought out some interesting 
opinions. It developed, however, that the 
country was almost unanimous in favoring 
active reforestation, and further, public 
Opinion strongly favors federal cooperation 
in this work. Certain measures, such as for- 
est fire prevention, have been endorsed unan- 
imously, while such measures as forest 
planting, land classification and state forest 
nurseries, were almost as freely approved. 
Nothing remains now but to translate this 
expressed public opinion and collected in- 
formation into legislative and individual 
action. 

The Atlanta Constitution has stood 
shoulder to shoulder with the Georgia For- 
estry association in arousing public senti- 
ment in Georgia to the need of action along 
this line, and within the past two years this 
association hag been so greatly encouraged 
in tts efforts, and has received such splen- 
did support from the daily and weekly 
press of Georgia, that a more definite pro- 
gram of work is being planned for 1924 and 
we hope that all thinking citizens who love 
our great state of Georgia will do all they 
can to help foster this organized movement 
for the few esesntial steps necessary to 
“grow Georgia timber for Georgia’s tim- 
ber needs.”’ 

The sixth southern forestry congress, cov- 
ering sixteen states, which will be held in 
Savannah, Ga., January 28, 29, and 30, 
1924, is expected to formulate or endorse 
specific legislatiop, both federal and state. 
It has been conclusively shown that the peo- 
ple of the south favor measures which will 
result in profitable reforestation. While the 
congress at Washington is debating what 
share the federal government will take in 
this nation-wide movement, the landowners 
and business men of the south will be con- 
sidering at this gathering in Savannah what 
they and their several states can do to meet 
the growing shortage of timber and put to 
its most profitable use the large areas of 
ide lands now scattered from Virginia to 
Texas, 

On our program at Savannah, we expect 
to have the governors of Georgia, South 
Carolina and Florida; the U. 8. senators 
from these three states; Senator Charles L. 
McNary, from Oregon; Chief Forester W. 
B. Greeley, of U. 8S. forest service; repre- 
sentatives of chamber of commerce of the 
U. S., and from chambers of commerce 
throughout the south: leaders in industry, 
commerce, agriculture, civic organizations, 
lumbering, manufacturing, naval _ stores, 
timberland owning and all forest interests 
will of course take the leading parts in the 
discussions, and as our invitation is extend. 
ed to the press of the south, we hope that 
the press will assist us generally in ex- 
tending a most cordial invitation to all 
thinking citizens to come and take part In 
these discussions at Savannah next month. 
On the afternoon of Wednesday, January 
30, there will be open forum meetings for 
Georgians, South Carolinians, Floridians to 
consider a tri-state cooperative plan to be 
proposed by the Georgia Forestry associa- 
tion, and at a night session the congress 
will close with a special program for school 
children which will be most instructive. A 
copy of the complete program will be fur- 
nished you within a short time and we are 
counting on having you with us at that 
time.

To Cotton Farmers

Fditor Constitution: ‘‘Stop—Look—Lis- 
ten’’—This rather commonly used sign at 
dangerous railroad crossings is well worth 
heeding. ‘Thousands of fatal aceidents on 
grade crossings occur every year because 
people do not and will not heed this sign. 

*“Stop—Look—and Listen’’ is well ap- 
plicable to things other than dangerous 
grade crossings. ‘Lhe present trend of 
the farm and business mind in 
toward increased cotton acreage In 1924 is 
a real danger signal. Ignored now the 
chances are 19 out cf 20 in favor of @ 
general cotton smash in the fall of 1924. 

Information comes to us from all parts 
of the south and from varied sources that 
the intent is to increase in 1924 materially 
over the enormous cotton acreage of 1923. 
This can only be done at the expense of 
essential food and grain acreage and with 
the help and active assistanee of our banks 
and business interests generally. 

Our banks and general business interests 
are the only human agencies that can put 
the brakes on this ‘‘cotton craziness’’ 
brought on, as it invariably is, by a 
relatively high price for cotton such as we 
now have. Our appeal is to our bankers 
and larger business interests to ‘“‘Stop— 
Look and Listen’’ now instead of two or 
three months from now. when it will be 
teo late. 

It is wisdom to analyze the cotton situ- 
ation. In 1923, despite labor 
there was the greatest cotton acreage 
planted in the history of the south, be- 
tween 39 and 40 million acres, if we re- 
member correctly. With anything like a 
normal growing season this would have pro- 
duced between 16 ang 18 million bales. 

It takes no prophet or son of a prophet 
to know that had a 16 to 18 million bale 
crop been harvested, as would have been 
the case with a normal] growing season, 
we would have been lucky if thee price 
steyed above 10 cents, Fortunatel® Provi- 
dence stepped in and saved us from the 
reeults of our own fclly, by cutting the 
yield to approximately 10 million bales. 

Extreme heat and drcught west of the 
Mississippi, excessive rain combined with 
heavy weevil infestation east of the Mis- 
sissippi were the two factors resgonsible 
for the short crop and present prices. We 
cannot depend on Providence stepping ‘n 
every year. 

By the general law of averages we are 
cue something like a normal growing sca- 
son in 1924. If ye get one on top of an 
acreage even equal to that of 1923 we are 
headed for farm and business disaster as 
sure as the sun rises each morning. With 
the world in the condition it is in there 
is no possibility of its absorbing more than 
a 12-milion-bale crop at prices that will 
meet cost of production ‘under present 
conditions. 

Bankers and wholesale interests who con- 
trol credit can control this acreage situation. 
They are the only agencies that can. They 
are now nursing along millions of dollars 
of old debts from 1920 that grew out of 
their backing a similar ‘‘cotton craziness,’’ 
due to excessively high prices in the spring 
of 1920. Will they repeat this folly again 
in 1924? 

The farmers cannot expand this acreage 
unless the banks and merchants furnish the 
eredi€é to expand on. The banks and mer- 
chants are directly responsible for much 
of the disaster that overtook a _ certain 
section of Georgia in 1923. That section 
in 1922 made fair yiel@s per acre on 
limited acreage in a dry summer. 

Assuming that all summers would be dry; 
that they had the world and the boll 
weevil by the tail; credit was expanded 
to the point. of planting the whole face 
of the earth in cotton. In many counties 
so much cotton was planted that there 
was not enotigh labor to even chop it out. 

Rains came and continued to come. The 
weevils were thick and continued to breed 
and get thicker. This over-expanded acre- 
age, by the grace of bank and merchant 
credit, was one vast feeding ground for 
the weevil. There was about ‘five times 
as much acreage «8 could properly be

INCOME TAX IN NUTSHELL. 


WHO? Single persons who had 
net income of $1,000 or more or 
gross income of $5,000 or more, 
and married couples who had net 
income of $2,000 or more or gross 
income of $5,000 or more must file 
returns. 

WHEN? The filing period is 
from January 1 to March 15, 1924. 

WHERE? Collector of internal 
revenue for the district in which 
the person lives or has his prin- 
cipal Ta of business. 

HOW? Instructions on Form 
1040A and Form 1040; also the 
law and regulations. 

WHAT? Four per cent normal 
tax on the first $4,000 of net in- 
come in excess of the personal ex- 
emption and credits fer depehd- 
ents. Eight per cent normal tax on 
balance of net income. Surtax 
from one per cent to 50 per cent 
on net incomes over $6,000 for the 
year 1923.

Salaried persons and wage earners 


form by far the largest class of tax- 
payers. In their interests, Form 
1040A heretofore used for filing re- 
turns of net income of $5,000 and 
less from whatever source derived, this 
year is used for reporting net income 
of not more than $5,000 derived chief- 
ly from salaries and wages. 

Compensation in any form “for per- 
sonal service rendered” is subject to 
the income tax. This includes sal- 
aries, wages, fees, commissions, bo- 
nuses and pensions, and tips. Salaries 
paid by a state or political subdivision 
thereof to its employees are not tax- 
able the reason being that the federal 
government does not tax the instru- 
mentalities of a- state. 

The exemption doesnot apply to 
salaries paid by the federal govern- 
ment, except that a federal income 
tax may not be levied on the salaries 
of the president of the United States 
or federal judges which would dimin- 
ish the salaries that were in effect at 
the time they took office. This pro- 
vision does not exempt from taxation 
the salary .of the president of the 
United Stafes or federal judges. Its 
meaning is that if congress, after the 
president &r a federal judge has taken 
office, should increase the rates of 
taxation, such increase would not ap- 
ply to the salaries payable at the 
time the oath was taken. 

Fees received by a notary public 
commissioned by a state are not tax- 
able nor are fees paid jurors by a 
state. Witnesses in lawsuits, even 
though summoned by a states attor- 
ney, are not considered employees of 
a state, and fees received by them are 
subject to taxation. :

Recently Turned Loose 


BY ROBERT EDGREN. 
_“Cirele,” the University of Chicago 
hiterary magazine, prints an article 
by the editor, Robert Tolak, in which 
he roasts college football and says 
that football is “a menace to cultural 
education,” 

He claims that football players ne- 
glect their studies, “sleeping, eating 
dreaming and talking football,” and 
paying no attentian to anything eise. 
He wants football “put back into its 
proper groove,” and says that “the 
influence of general physical training 
bas been lost in the hectic rush and 
din of intercollegiate competition.” 

Probably football deesn't greatly 


encourage the cultural arts of verse 


writing and painting pink pansies on 
pretty porcelains, but it has its guoou 
points as a character builder. 

In fact I often wonder if college 
men don’t get as much benefit from 
their sports as from their studies. 
A few weeks ago I went to San Fran- 
cisco to attend, for the first time in 
many years, the annual dinner of my 
old college class, University of Cali- 
fornia, ‘07. 

Athletics Are Successful. 

That was a great athletic class, 
anil we had many football players 
and and other athletes whose fame 
hasn't been dimmed by the passing 
of a quarter century. Forty men of 
the old class of about 150 were at 
the dinner. 

It interested me to check up on the 
old-time football players and athletes. 
very single one of them was a 
notably successful man. There were 


famous lawyers, builders, mining men 
and scientists and inventors, writers, 
doctors, business men, They all re- 
tain an active interest in sport. 

And it had kept them young. Some 
had lost their football bang, but there 
wasn't a fat man in the lot. 

And looking back I remember clear- 
ly that in my day the football men 
usually were the best students. These 
things don’t change much. Football 
men today average very well in their 
classes. All colleges worth sending 
n boy to, require a high-class rating, 
especially from athletes. JI retnem- 
ber many great college players who 
were notable students, east and west. 

“Culturai education” isn’t the only 
thing a boy goes to college for. The 
associations he forms there are use 
ful all through his life, and a young: 
ster who plays on the college teams 
makes a reputation that certainly 
does him no harm when his college 
days are over. 

“Hectic Rush” Colors ife. 

As to the “influence of general 
physical training” being lost through 
college sports, that’s silly. It's “the 
team” that keeps college men inter- 
ested in sports and training. 


Physical training without interes® 
ing competition is a dull grind. to be 
Shaken off as soon as possible. #& 
college men did nothing but lift du 
bells and go through setting-up pe 
cises they d soon tire of it. 

There's no mental development 
“general physical training.” Mental 
activity is developed in all competi- 
tive sports, where a man has to think 
more quickly and clearly than Ais op 
ponents to play a winning game. 

The college “stars” in differem 
sports help immensely in keeping up & 
general interest in training. Every 
schoolboy hopes to be a star in some 
gaine some day. He starts with anh. 
uctive interest in sports that he’ 
never get from stock methods of 
physical training. and usually kee 
the interest up all through his hfe

These three suggestions for increas- 
ing co-operation with the family oi 
nations are in harmony with policies 
already adopted by our government, 
and in the last case with a pélicy so 
old and well recognized that it may 
now be called traditional. 

They do not involve a question of 
membership in the league of nations 
as now constituted, but it cannot be 
denied that they lead to the threshold 
of that question. . Any further step 
toward co-operation must confront 
the problem of direct relations De- 
iween the United States and the as- 
sembly and council of 54 nations in 
ihe league.* 

League Employs No Force. 

The practical experience of the lea- 
gue dring its first three ond a half 
years of life has not only wrought 
out, in a group of precedents, the 
beginnings of what might be called 
the constitutioral law of the league, 
but it has also shifted the efnphasi« 
in activities of the league and fore- 
shadowed important modifications in 
its constitution, the covenant. 

At its birth the ecvenant of the 
league bore, vaguely in Article X and 
more clearly in Article XVI, the im- 
pression of a general agreement to en- 
force and coerce. Both of those ar- 
ticles suggest the action of a world- 
state which never existed and does 
not now exist. How far the presert 
league is actually removed from func- 
tiouing as such a state is sufficiently 
exhibited in its dealings with Lithu- 
ania and Poland over Vilna and their 
common boundary, and with Greece

Experience in the last three years 
has demonstrated prebably insuper- 
able difficulti-s in the way of fulfill- 
all parts of the world the 
large promise of Article X in respect 
No 
one now expects the league council 
tu try to summon armies and fleets, 
since it utterly failed to obtain even 
an international police force for the 
Vilua district. 

Each assembly of the league has 
witnessed vigorous efforts to interpret 
and modify Article X. In the fourth 
assembly an vttempt to adopt an iIn- 
terpretation of that article in essen- 
tial agreement with the senatorial re 
servation oh the same subject in 1020 
was blocked only by a small group of 
weak states like Persia and Panamn. 
which evidently attributed to Article 
X a protective power that it possesses 
only on paper. 

Such states, in possible fear of un- 
friendly neighbors, must decide wheth- 
er the preservation of a form of words 
in the covenant 4s more vital to their 
peace and security, and to the peace 
and sequrity of the world, than the 
presence of the United States at the 
council table of the fanily of na- 
tions. 

As to Article XVI, the council of 
the league created a blockade commis- 
sion which worked for two years to 
determine how the “econsmic weap- 
on” of the league could be efficiently 
used and uniformly applied. The com- 
mission failed to discover any obliga- 
tory procedure that weaser powers 
would dare to accept. It was finally 
agreed that each state must decide 
for itself whether a breach of the 
covenant has Leen committed.

That without becoming a mem- 
ber of the league of nations as 
at present constituted, the Unit- 
ed States government should ex- 
tend its present cooperation with 
the league and propose partici- 
pation in the work of its assem- 
bly and council under the fol- 
lowing conditions and reserva- 
tions: 


Safeguarding of Monroe Doctrine 


1. The United States accepts 
the League of Nations as an in-

those of other states for the pres- 
ervation of peace and the pro-

2. The only kind of compul-

The United States will assume 
no obligations under Article X 
in its present form, or under 
Article XVI in its present form 
in the covenant, or in its amend- 
ed form as now proposed, unless 
in any particular case congress 
has authorized such action.

4. The United States govern- 
ment proposes that Article 1 of 
the covenant be construed and 
applied, or, if necessary, redraft- 
ed, so that admission to the 
league shall be assured to any 
self-governing state that wishes 
to join and that receives the fa- 
vorable vote of two-thirds of the 
assembly.

Develop International Law. 

V. As a further condition of its 
participation in the work and coun- 
sels of the league, the United States 
asks that the assembly and council 
consent—or obtain authority—to be- 
gin collaboration for the revision and 
development of interns tional law, em- 
ploying, for this purpose, the aid of 
a commission of jurists. This com- 
mission would be directed to formu- 
inte anew existing rules of the law 
of nations, to reconcile divergent 
opinions, to consider points hitherto 
inadequately provided for but vital 
to the maintenance of international 
justice, and in general to define the 
social rights and duties of states.

Among these conditions numbers I 
and If have already been discussed. 
Number III is a logical consequence 
of the refusal of the United States 
senate to ratify the treaty of Ver- 
sailles, and of the settled policy of 
the United States which is character- 
ized in the first reservation. Con- 
cerning numbers IV and V this may 
be said: 

Anything less than a_ world-con- 
ference, especially when great ,pow- 
ers are excluded, must incur, in pro- 
portion to the exclusions, the sus- 
picion of being en alliance, rather 
than a family of nations. The United 
States can render service in empha- 
sizing this lesson, learned in the 
Hague conference, and in thus help- 
ing to reconstitute the family of na- 
tions as it really is. Such a confer- 
ence or assembly must obviously bear 
the chief responsibility for the devel- 
opment of new parts of the law of 
rations, devised to fit changed and 
changing conditions. to extend the 
sway of justice, and to help in pre- 
security.

Another Significant development in 
the constitutional practice of the 
league is the unwillingness of the 
league council to intervene in any 
American controversy, even though 
all states in the new world except 
three are members of the league. 

This refusal became evident in the 
Panama-Costa Rica dispute in 1921 
and in the quarrel between Chile, 
Peru ani Bolivia, a quarrel which im- 
pelled the last two states to absent 
themselves from the third assembly. 
whérein a Chilean was chosen tv pre- 
side. 

Obvicusly the leartuc intends to 
recognize the leadership »f the United 
States in the new worid precisely as 
the United States claims it.
